The word apostacy, though not 
found in the Bible, is, nevertheless, used by 
‘theologians to mean a forsaking of, or renoun.- 
cing our religion by an open declaration, either 
in words or deeds. ‘The primitive Christian 
church distinguished four kinds of apostacy : 
the first, those who went entirely from Chris- 
tianity to Judaism ; the second, those who com. 
plied so far with the Jews, as to communicate 
with them in many of their unlawful practices, 
without making a formal profession of their re- 


ligion; thirdly, those who mingled Judaism | 


and Christianity together; and lastly, those 
who voluntarily relapsed into Paganism. 
It is thought the word in modern times is 
‘used to mean a drawing back to serdition ; 
'while backsliding does not necessarily imply 
that perdition will absolutely be the result. See 
Hosea xiv. 4. ‘I will heal their backslidings : 
‘I will love them freely ; for mine anger isturn- 
ed away from him.”
